will be made of the wrecked ship. 

The Shenandoah started from Lake- 
hurst, N. J., late yesterday afternoon 
and had an uneventful trip until it 
crossed the Ohio river into Ohio. 

While on a line between Cambridge 
and Byesville, heading westward, the 
ship encountered a severe electrical 
storm. It was unable to make any 
speed. After some maneuvering of- 
ficers managed to head the ship south- 
ward, seeking to clear the storm area. 

Hits Storm Near Ava. 

Near Ava, eight miles north of here, 
the ship encountered the storm—the 
variety of’a storm most feared by air- 
men—and was carried from a 36, 
foot level to 4,500 feet, where it re- 
mained stationary for a few mun- 
utes. Then, with the ship's nose 
headed southward and four of the five 
motors going full speed, the pressure 
again hoisted the ship to a still higher 
level, about 6,500 feet. 

Lieutenant Commander Lansdowne, 
survivors say, ordered all motors 
stopped when the ship reached an al- 
titude of about 6,500 feet. 

At this point the ship began ‘to 
break apart. ‘The nose section con- 
tinned its ascent to about 7,500 feet 
and then started downward on its 
cross-country flight. The control cabin 
was twisted off and dropped to the 
ground from more than 5, feet in 
the air. The seven men aboard this 
section were instantly killed. 

Big Section Tosses in Air. 


The tig section, carying 26 officers 
and men, tossed about in the air for 
a short time while the crew fought 
heroically to bring it under control. 
This section was so unevenly balanced 
that it settled to the ground, where it 
was further cracked. 

The bulk of the mid-section fell into 
a small grove and three survivors 
shinned their way down to the ground. 
Radio Gunner Raymond Cole, who 
‘was making his first flight aboard 
the Shenandoah, was badly injured 
when the mid-section fell. He may 
recover. 

Officers and men went about their 
work with coolness, doing their best 
to right the ship to a level keel dur- 
ing the storm and after the breakup. 
Survivors are loud in their praise of 


the manner in which the crew con- 


ducted itself. There was no disor- 
der. The men sought to release helium 
as directed, and when they crashed to 
earth they were thrown through the 
outer covering or scrambled to the 
ground of their own accord.

Masters, on the scheduled return 
trip to Lakehurst, planned to jump 
by parachute from the Shenandoah as 
it passed over his home city—Akron— 
where he expected to visit his wife 
and week old son. 

Lieutenant Commander Rosendahl, 
third in command, took charge of af- 
fairs after the crash and was author- 
ized by the bureau of navigation, navy 
department, to send more than a score 
of the survivors back to Lakehurst by 
train. They left Cambridge, Ohio, this 
evening. Two officers and two enlist- 
ed men from the Shenandoah are here 
with Lieutenant Commander Rosen- 
dahl to direct the disposition of the 
bodies and to assist the boards of in- 
quiry. 

Body Found Mile Away. 

The body of Lieutenant W. BE. 
Sheppard, who must have been in the 
mid-section and immediately over the 
erack when the ship hroke apart, was 
found in a hedge alongside a creek on 
the farm vf Charles Nisewanger, a 
mile or more away from the main part 
of the wreck, 

Clutched in his band was a piece of 
rope, which evidently: had given away 
when the crash came. 

| Torn In Pieces. 

In the weird half light of the early 
morning storm, wiih angry clouds 
hanging in the heavens, rent intermit- 
tently by forks of lightning, the fam- 
ilies of 8. O. Davis and Frank Nelson, 
farmers living near Ava, watched the 
struggle between the elements and the 
giant dirigible. 

They saw the Shenandoah stand 
motionless in the air for fifteen min- 
utes. They saw her dart upward un- 
der the terrifie air pressure, saw her 
buffeted and tossed, first in one direc- 
tion and then another, finally to be 
torn to pieces by the angry demons of 
the air. 

White-faced and powerless, eyes 


ried across the country in the nose of 
the ship. He was next to the last to 
leave the control cabin, being followed 
by Lieutenant A. B. Anderson. 


Lieutenant Anderson probably had 
the most thrilling experience. He 
grabbed a girder when the control 
cabin broke away and finally man- 
aged to straddle it. His back was 
to those who were up in the nose and 
he was unable to crawl to a more safe 
osition. A rope was thrown to him 
»y Lieutenant R. Mayer. By 
reaching over his shoulder Anderson 
managed to turn around and crawl 
to the nose. Lieutenant Mayer is the 
officer who is credited with the re- 
sponsibility for the safe return of the 
Shenandoah when it broke away from 
its mooring mast at Lakehurst, Janu- 
ary 16, 1924. * 

Lieutenant C. FE. Bauch was in the 
main section when it crashed. He 
says there was no undue hurry aboard. 
The men, he said, soon realized their 
predicament and did everything they 
could to save the ship. Bauch has a 
nasty cut on the leg, which he suffer- 
ed when he was thrown from the ship 
when it crashed. 

Pilot Jumps to Safety. 

F. FE. Masters, of Akron, Ohio, avia- 
tion pilot, hung to a_girder until the 
ship was within a few feet of the 
ground and jumped to safety. 

“I thought my end had came,” he 
said, “but had no particular sensa- 
tion. When it was all over, I saw 
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fixed toward the heavens, they saw 
the death struggle in its tragic climax 
—saw the Shenandoah, after darting 
upward perhaps 200 feet, settle slow- 
ly. Then, her nose pointing perpen- 
dicularly toward the sky, she was lit- 
erally torn asunder. 

The nose drifted away in the dark- 
ness, While the remainder of the craft, 
carrying all members of the crew who 
Lwtré-killed except Lieutenant E. W. 
Sheppard, crashed earthward. Even 
then the terrific winds, as though 
loath to be cheated of their victim, 
reached out greedy hands to tear into 
still smaller fragments the dismem- 
bered sections of the ill-fated craft. 
The Davises and Nelsons heard the 
whirring of pronellers of the Shenan- 
doah shortly after 5 o'clock. Pawn 
was breal.ing, they said, but the dirig- 
ible was still carrying ua. t 
first there seemed to be nothing wrong. 
Then suddenly the big ship became 
motionless in the heavens. 

Terrible Crash. 
She was poised thus, as thouzh de- 
tained by unseen hands. Then the 
disaster came. Parts of the giant came 
to earth, the watchers said, with a 
crasa that sounded Jike the falling 
of forest trees. 
When the nose of the huge craft 
disappeared into the lowering clouds. 
members of the crew, the watchers 
suid, appeared to be hanging to ropes 
and o1 tside portions of the framework. 
Only one of these men, who nu:nbered 
28, met death—Lieutenant Sheppard. 
His body huddled in a hedge about 
a mile and a half from the pvint where 
the ship first began to disintegrate, 
Lieutenant Sheppard was found with 
a fragment of rope grasped in his life- 
less hand. His precarious anchor had 
apparently been torn from the nose 
of the craft by the merciless winds. 
All other members of the crew who 
met death were found on the farm of 
A. Gemary, near the disaster, and the 
Nelson farms. 
Five bodies were found in the .Gem- 
ary garden. Eight others were found 
in the pasture and cornfield. Most 
of them had been riding in the con- 
trol car and the navigator’s cabin. 
| Section 70, almost two-thirds of the 
giant dirigible, fell in a valley about 
one-half mile from the farm. 
Witnesses Saw Flames. 
and Mrs. Gemary also wit- 
climax of the disaster. 
They were among the few persons 
who reported having seen flames. 
They declared that just before the 
big ship buckled up they saw flames 
shooting along her underside. 

Mrs. Nancy M. Slay, of East Cam- 
bridge, told a somewhat similar story. 
She sighted the craft, she said, about 
4 o'clock and as she looked, a } ll of 
fire seemed to spring up near the 
center, after which flames sprung up 
underneath the Shenandoah as she 
drifted away. *

Helium Releascd. 


“The vertical air current was so 
strong that it carried the ship heaven- 
ward in spite of an 18-degree incli- 
nation of the nose of the ship. 

“We released helium through the 
hand valve expecting this to check 
the ascension. We had dropned. over- 
board all water and I had started from 
the control of the ship to the keel 
in an effort to throw overboard fuel. 

“At this moment there was a crash. 
I heard the struts breaking and saw 
the nose of the ship parting from the 
control compartment. A second later 
I heard another crash which must 
have been the control ship hitting the 
ground. It was in this compartment 
that Commander Lansdowne and the 
others were killed. 

“The nose of the ship started across 
country at about 25 miles an hour 
speed, brushing trees and a house or 
a barn. We handled the nose as if 
it were a free balloon and landed safe- 
ly at Sharon, 12 miles from the place 
where the control ship dropped. 

“McCarthy was forward in the nose 
and was injured when he was knocked 
overboard. 

“Those with me in the nose of the 
ship were Colonel C-. G. Hall, U. 8S. 
army observer; Lieutenant W. G.

Excitement Intense. 


Intense excitement prevailed in the 
mining community where the ship fell.

RECEIVES LAST LETTER

Petty officers were sent to the 
homes of enlisted men with the news, 
while officers were dispatched to the 
homes of the officers reported. lost 
aboard the ship. 

Officers at the station had nothing 
but the highest praise for the wives 
of men aboard the wrecked craft. 
“For all their sorrow,’’ declared one 
to whom had been part of the duty of 
consoling the bereaved, “they were 
very brave and bore their grief like 
sailors’ wives.” : 

Mrs. Klein, wife of Commander J. 
H. Klein, Jr., of the air station, was 
one of the first to communicate with 
the homes of the men aboard the 
ship.

WIDOW SAYS HE. PROTESTED TO NAVY HEAD

Lakehurst, N. J., September 3.— 
Lieutenant Commander Zachary 
Lansdowne, who died in the wreck- 
age of the Shenandoah, of which he 
was captain, feared the consequences 
of a- flight through the Ohio storm 
area, and had protested to the navy 
department against it, his widow, 
Mrs. Margaret Ross Lansdowne, said 
Thursday night. His rfrotests were 
unheeded in Washington, she said. 

It also was said that Commander 
Lansdowne was skeptical of a new 
water recovery system, which had 
been installed recently in the dirigible 
and feared it might not survive at- 
tacks by heavy weather. : 

“The navy department should never 
have ordered this flight,” Mrs. Lans- 
downe said, “particularly in this sea- 
son of the year. ,I never will forget 
that it did. 

“Commander Lansdowne knew that 
the Ohio valley is practically im- 
passable for aircraft at this time on 
account of frequent severe storms. 
He spoke of these storms to me before 
he left. My husband was born in 
Ohio—he new that country—and he 
has died near the place where he was 
born. +

Are Criticized By Sargent 


Detroit, September 3.—(/)—Mak- 
ing “front page headline material” of 
law suits and criminal cases is a 


tendency of the present-day bar that 
was greatly deplored by John G. Sar- 
gent, attorney general of the United 
States, im an address tonight at the 
annual nu¥eeting of the American Bar 
association. 

“The only sound and really useful 
course tor a lawyer engaged in 
prosecution of offenses against the 
law to pursue, is to go quietly about 
his work advertising nothing of what 
er whom he proposes tv prosecute, 
and let his work be known by the 
true bills found by his grand juries, 
the verdict returned by his petit 
juries, the sentences imposed in his 
‘court,” Mr. Sargent said. ‘ 


| “I wish my words might be per- 
'suasive enough to bring every lawyer 


in the service of the public to see 
that it is his duty to subvert his 
craving for prblicity to the good of 
the cause he has been chosen to 
serve; to rely for his fame on the 
wisdom of that gem of ancient writ: 
‘By their fruits ye shall know 


them.’ 


“These are troublous times; our 
social and political life is disturbed 
and upset by agitators and agitations 
which would array the people in 


eliques and blocks of contrary inter- 
ests, pitting one against the other, 
and each striving for legislation and 
judicial construction to gain an ad- 
varnage for one or put the other at a 
disadvantage. 

‘There is so much wealth in the 
country that the temptations to get 
it without working for it seem too 
strong for resistance by the moral 
fibre of a considerable portion of the 
population. 

“But this does not indicate that the 
great mass of people are dishonest, 
corrupt or corruptible. They are 
not; they are sound at heart, but 
many e indifferent, because they 
do not think about and therefore do 
not understand whither the agitations 
for cliques and blocks are leading. 

“Life and living gare so easy, the 
means of enjoyment and giversion are 
so many, that serious thought and re- 
flection on affairs of government are 
crowded out. 

“In this situation there is no one 
who can do so much for the real good 
of the country as a lawyer, because he 
is fitted by education and training 
to understand the underlying prin- 
ciples of our form of government. 

“Our opportunity is great, but we 
shall make the most of it only by 
performing our tasks in humility and 


‘self -effacement.”

It la not enough to drum up a public sen- 
timent against crime. Crime, it seems 
clear, flourishes because of a number of 
factors, weak spota in our machinery for 
suppressing it. The public sentiment against 
crime is already unanim«us, as is the public 
serctiment against smallpox. But mere sen- 
timent against crime, taken by itself, will 
be just as ineffective as sentiment acainat 
smallpox. Dealing with crime is a quen- 
tion of acts, not theughts. Where are we 
t:' begin? Are the police at fault? The 
prosecutors? The courts? The juries? The 
trisons? At present we are utterly unable 
to answer any of these qnestiqns, and what 
we do will he bared on pnre theorizing.

college athletics, so one may be sure 
there is a long list of “stars” to be 
taken care of. For this reason we 
have to utilize every means of tiding 
these boys over. We manage to de- 
velop’ quite a list of jobs connected 
with football training. Good baseball, 
basketball and track Qnen, are put on 
as “assistants” with various nonde- 
script titles—such as rubbers, condi- 
tioners, ete., and football men, when 
their season is over, are taken care 
of in the same’ way in the other 
sports. 
As we have certain big items 
in the annual report cov 

these expenses, they are listed 

under broad general headings, but 

are not given in detail. ° 

These expenses are legitimate 
enough, but it would not do to 
have too patent an annual dis- 
tribution of patronage. : 

They are all tactical, defensive re- 
sources bought solely by the necessity 
of keeping men in college—the one 
troublesome bete noir of every gradu 
ate manager. 

Of course as the system grows in 
‘size and complexity, there is a steadily 
increasing accumulation of clerical 
work of all kinds and we let many 
of the boys in on this. They can do 
the work competentiy and there is no 
reason why these jobs should go to 
outsiders. 

Talking Over College Politics. 

All of this has led gradually to 
something having the very close re- 
semblance of a political organization. 

It often Nappens that the strongest 
and cleverest boys shove in ahead of 
the others and get the pickings, but 
it is my unfailing observation that 
it is all subordinated to the aspira- 
tions of the college. 

have heard of several cases 
where some of the boys tried to 
put ever some sharp practice by 
plugging fer certain equipment, 
with an arrangement for a rake- 
off by the sporting goods com- 
pany, but these instances are ex- 
tremely rare, an:J. as I have said 
before, I have never observed an 
instance of graft. 

As a matter of fact, I am _  con- 
vinced that there is less politics in 
football activities of the averag 
American university 
10 years ago. As I recall, fraternities 
were muc 


sort of an inner Tammany organiza- 


tion that controlled the apportion- | 
ment of jobs such as the business , 


management of ‘the college paper. 

The fact is that, in the desperate 
drive for winning teams the athleti.s 
management has taken over much of 
this patronage, and I think that a 
more wholesome condition has resulted 
in this stronger force supplanting the 
old replica of ward politics. 

Why Not Tell the Truth? 

I have known instances in which 
there has been competition for pat- 
ronage between the athletics manage- 
ment and undér-graduate political 
bosses and fraternity leaders. In my 
experience these dissensions have been 
dwelt upon as a decided evil. I be- 
lieve they ‘are, but the best way to 
overcome any evil is by a stronger 
force, and that is what is happening 
in American colleges today. 

The athletics directors are cor- 
railing the patronage. 

They doing it for the good 
of the college and the result is 
that the old-time under-graduate 
gangsters are disappearing. 

The next step is to get it all ont 
in the open with the frank coopera- 
tion of the faculties.

Gunn, of Atlanta, understands that he 
has gone slightly craz¥ and his only 
alarm in the matter is a fear that he 
will begin to finger the counterpane 
and recognize friends before the na- 
tional amateur golf championship is 
decided. 

Watts confronted Jess Sweetser, 
one of the greatest amateur pasture 
patrolmen in the United” States, in 
Thursday’s second round of match 
play over the club harrowed knolls 
and valleys of the Oakmont course 
with the audacity of a moon-mad 
buck rabbit adjusting a temperamen- 
tal difference with a bellicose grizzly. 

Utterly oblivious to the glamour of 
Sweetser’s reputation. which might 
blur the judgment of many an able 
star. Watts Gunn smacked the met- 
ropolitan celebrity’s game on the out- 
ward course in the morning and set 
him back three holes at the turn. 
Still estranged from his normal ap- 
preciation of things, he ran his lead 
up to seven holes on the way back 
to lunch. And on the third nine holes 
of a match which might have gone the 
full course of 36 stations he won three 
more to win the match at the 27th 
hole, 10 up and 9 to play. 

This was the worst defeat that 
Sweetser has had te endure in al! his 
bright career in tournament golf, a 
eareer which brought him to the na- 
tional amateur championship one sea- 
son. 

Watts Was Frightened. 

“T was so seared I was sort of 
numb and dazed,” said young Watts 
Gunn of Atlanta, who has been known 
thus far as Judge Will Gunn’s boy. 
Henceforth: Judge Will Gunn will 
have to be known as young Watts 
Gunn’s father. 

“When they told me I had to play 
Sweetser today I got so numb 
couldn’t suffer any. Now I am just 
hoping I stay that way until the tour- 
nament’s over.”

The net operating income of class one 
railroads in July was $99,462,735, the 
bureau of railway economics, main- 
itained by the railroads of the country,

‘inerease of $25,094,446 over the same 
'month of last year. 

The statement, based reports 
'filed with the interstate com:!.erce 
‘commission, said net operating income 
of these roads for the first sevel 
‘months of 1925 amounted to. $537.- 
165,541, compared with $466,718,335 
for the same period of last year. 
Based on property values fixed by the 
carriers, the seven months income rep- 
resented an annual rate of return of 
4.53 per cent compared with 4.06 per 
cent for the same period last year. 

Gross revenues of the class 1 car- 
riers in July were given as $522,426,- 
600, an inerease of $40,600,500, or 8.4 
per cent over the same month of 1924. 

Operating expenses were placed at 
$382,905,000, an increase of $12,804,- 
570. only 3.5 per cent over expenses 
of July, 1924, while freight traffic in 
July this year, measured in net ton 
miles, was approximately 14 per cent 
‘greater than in the same month of 
| last year. 

Earnings by districts for the seven 
months of this year and the percent- 
iage of return based on the roads’ in- 
iyestments figures were: Eastern, 
$286,539,561 and 5.15 per cent ; south-

“Many are 
the good times we have had together,” 
Braden said in remembering the inci- 
dents at the camp. “He was one of 
the finest fellows I ever met.” 

Was Friend of Allen. 

“Another of my intimate acqnuaint- 
ances among the crew was Everett P. 
Allen, chief rigger. [ met him about 
-the same time I met Moore. 

“IT can’t understand how it hap- 
pened.” Braden said in speaking of 
the disaster. “With all the pains that 
was taken in constructing the ship it 
seems to me that it would have taken 
a terrific wind to break it. I was 
stationed at Lakehurst during the 
construction. 

“The girders and the main body of 
the ship were made of aluminum alloy 
which is one of the strongest metals 


i'l believe that at 
‘some of those in it would have been 


pieces were bradded together with the 
same material. 

“The covering was made of Irith 
linen and covered wth silver paint. 
The control cars and the three cars 
which contained the motors were fast- 
ened with the inside girders by alum- 
inum alloy. All the cars were rigid.” 

Feeling of Security. = 

When questioned as to the spirit 
of the men on the flight. Mr. Braden 
declared that they all had a feeling of 
security. “I imagine that even after 
the ship broke in two that every man 
kept bis post and went about his du- 
ties in a calm manner. 

“It is not a daredevil spirit in 
which these men make their flights. 
They take it as a matter of daily 
routine and are glad to be among those 
who are ealled for flight duty 

“I eannot under:tand how the con- 
trol ear in which the thirteen men were 
killed was torn loose from the front 
bag. It must have been a. circling 
wind which twisted the girders from 
the main part of the ship. 

“Iinless the control car had fallen 
least the lives of 


saved. It probably would have drop- 
ped as the other parts did and the 
occupants alighted safely. 

“One of the lucky things about the 
ill-fated flight was that the dirigible 
was filled with helium and not hydro- 
gen. If the bags bad been filled with 
hydrogen it is almost certain that there 
would have been an explosion.”
